law, but of treasury rulings. 


A long and somewhat acrimonious debate on

Later Particulars from Monday's 


Devastating Tornado. 


THE LOSS OF LIFE SIMPLY APPALLM. 


The Wires Down in All Directions, and 


Mews from Outlying Districts Com- 


ing in Slowly, but Constant- 


ly Growing Worse. 


Tremendous LOB* oi Lite and Destruc- 
tion of Property. 


NEW Om.KANs, Got. 4.—The great 


storm of Monday has passed, and al- 
though the wires are down bits of in- 
telligence contimtc to come in from 
various points, which Imparts the infor- 
mation that the loss of life, to say 
nothing of the destruction of property, 
la tremendous. From Bayou Cook, the 
great oyster field, which leads to the_ 
gulf, it is reported that the huts of the 
fishermen have been completely de- 
molished, and that the Ions of life has 
reached the appalling figure of 200. 


Grand Isle, a summer resort lying in 


the gulf directly in the path of the 
storm, is said to have been utterly de- 
stroyed, and it is known that the loss 
of life is large. Many people were 
here spending the delightful early 
autumn season, and numbers of those 
who had spent the late summer months 
in their cottages here had not yet 
started for their homes. The hotel 
and the two long rows of cottages 
which constitute the resort, are said 
to be no more, and it is feared that 
the loss of life at this point will be 
very great 


In the parish of Plaquemine the 


villages of Bohemia on this Mississippi, 
and the Shell Beach on Lake llor- 
gogne, were wiped out and at least 
four lives were lost in each place. On 
both sides of the river, the sugar, rice 
and orange crops suffered a great deal 
of damage, and on the wost side the 
loss of life is reported to have been 
severely great. It will be some days 
before the full extent of the damage 
wrought will be known, but it is feared 
here that the grand total will pale 
into insignificance 
the 
number of 


deaths reported from the fctorm which 
recently deva^tcd the Atlantic coast. 


Owing to the fact that all wire com- 


munication is temporarily interrupted, 
and that no vessels of any description 
have arrived from the remote sections, 
the information as to 
tho 
havoc 


wrought along the gulf coast is neces- 
sarily meager. 


Yesterday a lone and ragged fisher- 


man who had been a member of tho 
fishing colony at Bayou Cook, where 
the oysters bearing that name are 
fished, and which i& located about seven 
miles back of tho Kuras settlement, 
came to the Socola canal, which is lo- 
cated on the west bank of the Missis- 
sippi river opposite Pointe a la Ilache, 
and reported to the keeper of locks of 
the canal, Ozone Martin, that of tho 
800 people who composed the colony, 
but three had succeeded in escaping 
the fury of the elements. The fisher- 
men had all retired Sunday night as 
usual, and thongh the wind was blow- 
ing pBetty hard, there was no forerun- 
ner of tho terrible catastrophe that fol- 
lowed. 


As the night grew apace the wind 


grew in velocity until the timbers in 
the houses began to creak in an alarm- 
ing manner and the roar of the waves 
grow louder and louder 
The water 


rose with startling rapidity and before 
the unfortunates, who had no possible 
means of escape, had time to grasp 
some floating object they were over- 
whelmed with the awful might and 
found their fate in watery graves. 


The fisherman clung to a tree 


throughout the night and when morn- 
ing dawned the scene of wreckage that 
spread before his view was simply ter- 
rible. Of the many little cabins which 
had" sheltered the prosperous colony 
the night before barely one was stand- 
ing. Of the 800 or more human beings 
who inhabited them about one-tenth 
of tho number lived to tell of the 
night's, experiences and of the awful 
hurrors which they will never forget, 
lie describes the visitation as in the 
nature of a tidal wave which swept 
everything before it. 


While nothing definite was received 


from Orand Island, there was a gen- 
eral impression at Pointe a la Ilache 
that dire disaster had occurred there, 
and it was even reported that the wa- 
ter had swept over the island, carrying 
everything before It in its awful fury, 
and much concern was felt for tho 
safety of the two or three hundred in- 
habitants who were known to have 
been there. The report alfco said that 
the big hotel had been blown away. 
While this has not been confirmed, 
such a calamity was possible in view 
of the terrible violence of the storm at 
Itayon Cook as reported by the lone 
fisherman. 


Report also had it that the settl e- 


ment at Chencer Amanada which is 
directly across the bay from Grand 
Isle, had been the scene of a terrible 
loss of life, but this also lacked con- 
firmation. 


No communication was possible 


with those point*, and it will doubt- 
less be several days before the ex* 
tent of the calamity there is mudd 
known. 
It 
was 
also reported 


that several casualties had occurred 
in the neighborhood of Fort Jackson, 
but there was no way of getting at tha 
particulars. The greatest damage by 
tho storm on tbe left bank of the river 
from New Orleans to the gulf is to tho 
crops, and especially rice, which suf- 
fered severely. Of course there were 
many houses blown down, but their 
value in the aggregate, comparatively 
speaking, does not amount to much. 
Host of the buildings which succumbed 
to the fury of the elements were the 
property of poor people who lost their 
all in the terrific gusts of wind and 
rain, and is therefore a very big loss to 
them.

NEW OULBANB, Oct. 4.— A number of 


the leading citizens and financiers of 
the city who were detained at the sum- 
mer resorts along the gulf by reason 
of the washout of the trucks *of the 
Louisville & Nashville road arrived in 
the city yesterday, having been trans- 
ported on a tug over Lake Pontchar- 
train. They confirm the rumors of 
the heavy damage done to the towns 
along the coast, and aay that it was 
the worst storm known for years. At 
English Lookout, about a mile out, 
the track has been carried away, the 
water dashing high over the embank- 
ment, and when it receded tha filling 
was taken out into the gulf, leaving no 
support for the ties and rails. 


The prairie and lake hare lost their 


dividing line, and are now jine vast 
sheet of water in an area of Hundreds 
of acres. The pier head of the Pearl 
river bridge was moved nearly four 
feet by the wind, rendering it useless. 


The Two-mile bridge which spans 


the Bay of St. Louis, midway between 
New Orleans and Mobile, also suffered, 
and on the approach from the south 
side several hundred feet of the bridge 
had been carried away. The bridge 
between Biloxi and Ocean Springs is 
also reported down. Where the rail- 
road crosses Lake Catherine for a dis- 
tance of about a half mile the con- 
structors filled in the roadbed instead 
of bridging it, and the filling has been 
entirely washed away, causing tho 
tracks to sink into the lake. 


The resorts present a sorry appear- 


ance after the storm, Fishing houses, 
bath houses and boat wharves have 
been toppled over, and skilfs that were 
moored in the gulf ' broke loose from 
their fastenings and drifted away. 


The Pearl River Fishing clubhouse 


toppled over, and Emilo Dupre, a prom- 
inent rice broker of this oily, narrowly 
escaped being crushed. 


•Cho Storm in Florida tho Worst Bxp«- 
rlenood In Twenty Tear*. 


PuKBAcor.A, Flo., Oct. 4. — The most 


destructive storm that Pensacola has 
experienced in twenty years began 
Monday morning and raged until late 
in the evening. The nearest approach 
to Monday's gale was the storm of 
1881. 


The storm had been brewing for two 


days. Hard rains fell Saturday and 
Sunday, but a storm of such great in- 
tensity was not expected by anyone. 


At 4 a. m. Monday the wind fresh- 


ened and increased in fcgrce. 
By 5 


a. in. a terrific southeast gale was 
blowing, which continued at the rate 
of fifty-five miles an hour until noon, 
when it shifted to the south and in- 
creased in power. Between 2 and 8 p. 
m. it began to shift to the southwest, 
and at 2:30 p m. had reached its 
climax, the 
wind at 
that time 


reaching a velocity of sixty-six miles 
an hour. The rain fell in torrents and 
swept in blinding sheets through the 
streets. At the bay front people stood 
in a drenching rain, watching the ele- 
ments in their work of destruction. 
No loss of life has been reported, but 
upon every street uprooted trees, 
l>r oken fences and roofless buildings 
testify to the storm's force. 


On Baylen street the large building 


used by Warren & Co. for smoking fish 
was blown into the boy. It was stored 
with cured fish, and the loss will be 
groat. On tho same wharf a dwelling 
and its contents was lifted from its 
foundation and dropped into the bay. 


The greater damage was on the bay. 


The Portuguese bark Josephine and 
the Norwegian bark Wilhelmi were 
blown on the beach. One of the ves- 
sels is in a dangerous position. The 
fishing smack Isabella is also on the 
beach.

several steamships that were taking on 
a cargo raised steam and ran down to 
the lower bay where they had plenty 
of sea room. 


Railroad communication is cut off. 


The mail train on the Pensacola & At- 
lantic road, which left here for Jack- 
sonville Moiday at 0.45, eould get no 
further than Bohemia on the bay shore, 
and was compeled to return. 


The t 85 p. m. tram on the Louisville 


& Nashville also encountered wash- 
outs and was compeled to return to tha 
city. The only train reaching the city 
during the day was from the north 
at 
4:15. 


All telegraph communication was out 


before 10 o'clock Monday morning, rail- 
road company's wires being down in 
every direction, and no news of the 
storm could be sent out last night.

MOBILE. Ala., Oct. 4.— Tha damage 


done by Monday's storm will reach up 
int > the millions. Tho steamer Cres- 
cent City was wrecked on the bay. In 
the pardoners' district across the river, 
dwelt twenty-three families, whose 
homes 
could be 
seen 
from 
any 


eminence in the city. Only one of the 
houses can now be seen standing and 
as no news has as yet been received it 
is believed many of the inhabitants 
have been lost. Three or four hundred 
head of cattle have perished. The home 
of Stephen Walter was swept away and 
his entire family, consisting of him- 
self, wife, and hta niece, Miss Carrie 
Wise, were drowned. 


At Grand Bay four churches were de- 


stroyed, while at Scranton five churches 
suffered n like fate. Houses have been 
scattered, crops ruined, and desolation 
appears on every hand.

FROM DAWNTILL EYE 


Desperate Battle Between Moora 


and Spanlah Soldiers. 


8,000 BLiCKACWST 300WHITE Kl. 


The Letter Retreat to the Citadel and 


There Make a Succetiful Stand— 


Qallant Sorties by Cavolrymon- 


Relnlorcements Forwarded. 


A Dwparate Battle B»tw«n Moon aXI 
Spanish Troopa. 


MADBID, Oct. l.-DispatchosreoeiTOd 


here from Tangiers give details of the 
desperate battle which has taken plftce 
between a large force of Moors and the 
Spanish troops who were engaged In 
erecting a new fort at Quarateh, neu 
Melilh. The flght lasted all day. The 
Spaniards were outnumbered, and thei* 
ammunition becoming exhausted they 
were competed to retreat to McllllL 


It is now announced that the Moor* 


who were engaged in the battle yester- 
day numbered 5,000 fighting men, and 
that the Spaniards had only 800 to op- 
pose 
them 
with. 
The Spaniards 


throughout behaved with the greatest 
discipline and bravery and were only 
compeled to retreat when their ammu- 
nition was so far exhausted that only 
two or three rounds remained, and 
they had to defend themselves with 
their bayonets against the charges of 
their Moorish enemies. 


MADBID, Oct. 4.—Later dispatches 


from Melilll state that the Spanish 
officers and troops displayed the great- 
est bravery. The town, which is one 
of the Spanish penal settlements, la 
commanded by a citadel, which is 
built on a rock. After the Spanish 
troops and their civilian allies were 
forced by overwhelming numbers to 
retreat into the citadel the Moors at- 
tempted to take the place by assault 
They swarmed up the roadways and 
tried in every way to scale the walls. 
The beleagrured men poured volley 
after volley at them, but as the Moors 
did not fight in any regular order, the 
fire was not as destructive as It would 
otherwise have been. 


Gen. Margallo, who was in command 


of 
the garrison, especially distin- 


guished himself by his gallantry. Call- 
ing for volunteers, nearly every man 
offered his services. 
Gen. Margallo 


placed himself at their head and made 
a sortie upon the Moors. The latter 
retreated, keeping up a heavy flre 
upon the whites, until the Moors who 
had been operating on the other side 
of citadel came to their assistance, 
when the defenders were driven back. 
These sorties were repeated through- 
out the day, but the Moors managed 
to eventually hold their position. De- 
fore the retreat was made to tho cita 
del the troops were dispatched to es- 
cort to this place of refuge the military 
laborers who were employed in tho 
works at Fort Giarich, 
They suc- 


ceeded in getting the men to the cita- 
del, but had a hard fight to do so, be- 
ing attacked on all sides by the Moors. 
The Moors pursued tho retreating 
whites up to the walls of tin; citadel 
despite the deadly fire directed at 
them from the fort. 


A small body of cavalry proved of 


good service. Toward the ond of the 
day the Moors abandoned their guer- 
rilla mode of warfare and formed them- 
selves in ranks. Then shouting their 
battle cries they advanced upon tho cit- 
adel. When they wore within a short 
distance of the wall, a heavy main 
irate swung open and out galloped the 
cavalrymen. They dashed Into the 
ranks of the advancing Moors, their 
keen-edged sabres swinging right and 
left among the enemy, who broke 
ranks and retreated as hastily as possi- 
ble. The Moors were ridden down and 
trampled upon by the iron shoes of the 
horses, and a number of thorn met 
their death in this manner. 


As the news of tho battle rapidly 


spread by runners.rcuchingthe villages 
back from the coast, the male inhabit- 
ants sprang to arms and hastened to 
the aid of the tribesmen. 


The fury of the Moors was added to 


when 
the 
Spanish 
artillerymen 


wrecked 
the 
mosque, which was 


sacred in the eyes of the natives This 
mosque was not in Melilli proper, but 
in an* adjacent village. The houses 
destroyed were also outside Melilli. 


The Spanish government is hasten- 


ing with all possible speed its prepara- 
tions for the relief of the beleaguered 
citadel. Troops, cannon and ammuni- 
tion are being dispatched from Seville 
and Malaga. 


A gun-boat, with orders to bombard 


tho strongholds of the (Hifilaus, is al- 
ready on the way to the coast. These 
mountaineers arc practically pirates, 
most of them knowing the sea as well 
as they do the mountains in which 
they live. It is only a short time since 
the Spanish gun-boat luat de Luson 
was sent to effect the rescue of the 
crew of a Spanish trading vessel, which 
had fallen into the hands of the Biff 
pirates. The mission of th« gun-boat 
was unsuccessful and the fate of th« 
captives has never been known. They 
were probably sold into slavery in th« 
interior. Among the captives was a 
Spanish woman.

Governor Altcrald. 


Governor AltgeM yeetercay granted a 


foil pardon for George Lander, who was 
Bent np trom Deoatnr in 1882 for twenty- 
five yean for committing an outrage 
upon tbe person of Mary Sturgi*, who 
was then 71 yean ot age. The aot was 
committed near tbe Wabaah railroad in 
the western part of the oily on Jane t, 
1881, 
and the witnesses were Minnie 


Blens, Hattie Moore, Oharlea Gonker and 
Warren Hortnland. At the trial Jadge 
Smith presided and W. O. Johns proee- 
outed the defendant. A. G. Webber 
was Lander's attorney. The cue was 
taken to the supreme court and re 
viewed, bnt the Lsntenoe below was 
affirmed; and since hia confinement at 
Joliet Lander boa been unceasing in bis 
efforts to secure a pardon. Shortly be- 
fore the crime was oommiited Lander 
was in the employ! of Jooeph Siegler, 
nine Kites south of Deoatar, as a farm 
hand. Biegler had disoharg-d Lander 
because he had no more work for him. 


At the trial Lander protested his inno- 


cence and persistently refaeed to reveal 
his name or where he was from, and he 
was put down as a common tramp. It 
hoe developed that he is a member ot a 
highly connected family in Erie, Pa., 
served five years in the army, is a mem- 
ber ot the G. A, B., and merely came 
west for work. At the time of his con- 
viction the oooe attracted widespread at- 
tention. Governor Altgeld believes that 
Lander is innocent nf the crime, and 
that piobebly the outrage waa commit- 
ted by another man.

ending Oot. 2, says: "The temperature 
of the past seven days has beau below 
th» normal throughout the northern and 
southern divisions of the state.

Heavy raioa oc- 
curred daring the week over the entire 
southern and extreme western counties 
of th« northern and central divisions. 
Elsewhere, while the amount of precipi- 
tation was slightly below a seasonable 
amount it was well distributed. The 
percentage ot sunshine was below a 
seasonable amount 


The resent rains have been ot great 


benefit to meadowf and pastures, which 
ore now reported growing nioely. 
In 


some sections stock has been tamed oat. 
Stock water ia now abundant. 
The 


ground is generally in excellent condi- 
tion for fall plowing, and this work i» 
being vigorously pushed. Considerable 
seeding has been accomplished, bnt this 
work bos been somewhat retarded by tbe 
heavy rains, especially in the southern 
division. In some seotiona seeding has 
been finished. Some farmers have de- 
layed sowing, owing to grasshoppers. 
Grain lately sown will also be greatly 
benefited by the rains. 


The report* indicate that the yield of 


earn, except in a few aoanties, will be 
greater than anticipated some weeks ago, 
and the quality will also be good. This 
crop is now being oat, and in some local- 
ities oribbed. It is thought tbe balk of 
the corn will be ready to orib by October 
15. Potatoes will be a light crop gener- 
ally.
